Demand Lake 
Access Rights 
For Public 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
A 
congressional committee, claim ­ 
ing government policies work 
to benefit private resort - com­ 
munity promoters, says 
t h e 
public that pays to build lakes 
should lie allowed to play in 
them. 
The House Government Oper­ 
ations Committee criticized fed­ 
eral agencies for permitting the 
“No Trespassing, Keep Out” 
signs posted by private devel­ 
opers at reservoirs 
built with 
public fund. 
“ Public access docs not mean 
that local districts 
must. at 
their own expense, erect great 
m arinas, elaborate comfort sta­ 
tions, piers, docks and other 
such facilities,” the committee 
said in a report Monday. “ Nor 
does it preclude the landowner 
from 
posting 
‘No 
Traspass’ 
signs on other parts of his land 
which are not needed for ac­ 
cess to the reservoir. 
“ But it does mean that the 
participating landowner should 
take down his ‘No Trespassing, 
Keep Out’ sign at the reser­ 
voir,” the committee asserted. 
The committee said the Soil 
Conservation Service's “iaiiure 
to require public access to the 
lakes 
it 
finances, 
including 
those where private developers 
participate in their construc­ 
tion, is contrary to the national 
outdoor recreation policy estab­ 
lished by Congress in 1963 that 
all American people . . . ’ie as­ 
sured adequate outdoor recrea­ 
tion resources.’ ” 
About 
4,000 
lakes—ranging 
from five to 1,000 acres—have 
been built and 2.000 more arc 
planned under the SCS- aided 
program , the committee said, 
with only 386 of the existing 
ones having provisions for pub­ 
lic access and use. 
“ At most reservoir lakes fi­ 
nanced by SCS, the owner of 
the ground under and 
around 
the lake retain exclusive cen­ 
tred over access to the lake, the 
committee said. “ As a result of 
this SCS policy, the public can­ 
not use the reservoir lakes con­ 
structed with federal funds un­ 
less permitted by the private 
owners. 


Urge Retaliation 
For U.N. Defeat 


WASHINGTON

A 
fight to slash Am erica’s money 
to the United Nations for ex­ 
pelling Taiwan was shaping iii 
the Senate today with more ad­ 
vance votes lined up against it 
than for it. 
Sen. Jam es L. Buckley, Con­ 
li-N.Y., announced immediately 
after the 75-35 U.N. expulsion 
vote Monday night that he is 
drafting legislation for a “ m a­ 
jor reduction” of the U.S. finan­ 
cial contribution. 
An effort to tack the fund cut 
onto the foreign aid bill before 
the Senate iii the next two 
weeks is a p o ssib ly , his office 
said. 
“This will do no more than 
reflect a m ajor downgrading of 
the U.N.’s role in the eyes of 
most Americans,” Buckley said 
in a statem ent issued in New 
York. 
Buckley and 20 other senators 
issued a declaration last month 
that the United States should 
“reassess its financial and mor­ 
al support of the United N a­ 
tions” if Taiwan was ousted, 
but 32 senators issued a letter 
Monday denouncing a fund cut. 
Sen. Peter H. Dominick, R- 
Colo., charging America 
was 
handed the defeat after paying 
35 per cent of the United Na­ 
tions’ support, joined Buckley’s 
drive. 
Senate and House Republican 
leaders Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania and Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan issued 
a statement 
over the weekend saying the 
United Nations could not expect 
the degree of its present U.S. 
support if it expelled Taiwan. 
But the 32 senators repudiat­ 
ing Buckley’s cut included Re­ 
publican 
National 
Chairman 
Robert Dole of Kansas and all 
four m ajor potential Democrat­ 
ic 
presidential 
contenders — 
Sens. 
Edmund S. 
Muskie of 
Maine, Edward M. Kennedy of 
M assachusetts, 
George 
S. 
McGovern of South Dakota and 
Hubert ll. Humphrey of Min­ 
nesota. 


Three four dis of the House, 
336 members, joined 67 sena­ 
tors in urging that Taiwan be 
kept in the United Nations but 
only 33 House members joined 
the 21 senators in suggesting 
U.S. money be cut if Chiang 
Kai-shek's government was ex­ 
pelled. 
Congress has already appro­ 
priated America's $107 million 
for the United Nations and re­ 
lated programs this year but a 
small amount of U.N. program 
money is in the foreign aid ap­ 
propriation still in Passm an’s 
subcommittee. 
It is the House-passed $3.2 
billion authorization for this ap­ 
propriation that is now before 
the Senate.

Foreign Aid 
Bill Includes 
Pullout Rider 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate’s war critics are launch­ 
ing the next step in their drive 
to force U.S. withdrawal from 
Indochina amid indications the 
issue could become the single 
biggest stumbling block to ad­ 
journment of Congress by Dec. 
I. 
The battle this time revolves 
around an amendment to the 
$3.2 billion foreign aid author­ 
ization bill that calls for with­ 
drawal of U.S. troops in six 
months. It also bars spending

Burial Site 


Not Ready 


DETROIT (AP) — Mr. and 
Mrs. Elmer Heck thought they 
had 
adequately prepared 
for 
their burial 20 years ago when 
they contracted for a second- 
floor, two-place crypt near a 
picture window in a Detroit 
mausoleum. 
Now, in their mid-80s, the 
Hecks find themselves worry­ 
ing about where they will be 
buried. 
The 
Gethsemane 
Cemetery, 
with 
which 
the 
Hecks 
con­ 
tracted, never put the second 
story on the mausoleum. It also 
has never refunded the Heck’s 
money. 
Heck claims the 
cemetery 
salesman said the mausoleum 
would be finished “in about five 
years.” 
Two 
decades 
later, 
however, it still is not done, 
and won t be within the next 
five years, cemetery officials 
say. 
“ I chose the second floor site 
because of the peace and quiet 
there,” Heck said. “ And it’s 
supposed to have a picture win­ 
dow, too.” 
He paid $950 for the crypt, 
but thc salesman has since died 
and Gethsemane officials say 
they don’t have to refund his 
money. 
“The contract Heck signed 
gave no completion date and of­ 
fered no recourse to the buy­ 
er,” said Alfred E. Sevier, sec­ 
retary of the Gethsemane Cem­ 
etery 
Association’s 
Board of 
Trustees. 
“ It’s a one-sided contract, I 
can tell you that.”

Could Spark Big Changes 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL, in the basin came when a hot 
PARK. Wyo. (AP) — The most 
active of Yellowstone National 
Park’s famed cauldrons, fueled 
deep in the earth and pushed to 
the surface to bubble in mud 
pots and erupt in geysers, are 
going 
through 
some 
radical 
changes. 
Park geologists and natural­ 
ists say the present level of 
change in thermal phenomena 
in the Norris Geyser Basin is 
the greatest since the Hegben 
Lake 
earthquake 
shook 
the 
northern part of the 2.221,000- 
acre park in the summer of 
1959 and killed 28 persons. 
Bill Dunmire, the park’s nat 
uralist, said there appeared no 
threat of earthquakes or more 
dangerous thermal activity.

stations, it is a funny, bright 
and gentle half hour.

Psychology professor Stuart 
Taylor said Monday that a 200- 
question survey answered by 8,- 
000 of the 20,000 students who 
attended KSU when the con­ 
frontation took place showed 
that 77 per cent felt the use of 
National Guardsmen in campus 
rallies encouraged violence. 
He said 31 per cent said they 
felt marshals would be very ef­ 
fective in maintaining peace, 40 
per cent felt they would be 
moderately effective and 21 per 
cent felt they would be minimal­ 
ly effective. He said seven per 
cent felt marshals were not at 
all effective and one per cent 
thought marshals would encour­ 
age violence.

Struggling to improve its quali­ 
ty, the Army is appealing for 
permission to take in fewer

mental abilities. 
The .Army now is required to 
draw 24 per cent of its new en­ 
listed men, both volunteers and 
draftees, from among a group 
scoring lowest in intelligence- 
aptitude tests. 
Army 
leaders 
have 
asked 
Pentagon 
chiefs 
to 
cut 
this 
quota to 20 per cent, and it s 
likely they will try to reduce it 
even more later. 
Starting about five years ago 
all the armed services in effect 
were ordered to lower menta 
standards and take in men they 
otherwise would have rejected. 
The administration of then 
president Lyndon B. Johnson 
felt this was a way to aid thou 
sands of young men by giving 
them special help, including re­ 
medial literacy training, and to 
assure that what were called 
‘the opportunities and obliga­ 
tions for military service” were 
hared more equitably. 
Although some of these men 
have worked out well. officers 
said it was found the Army 
could make only limited use of 
them in an era of sophisticated 
technology and complex equip 
ment.
